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Introduction 


This  resource  document  was  prepared  in  support 
of  the  Intermediate  Division  geography  guide¬ 
line,  and  lists  a  variety  of  materials  judged  to  be 
useful  to  teachers  and  /  or  students.  However, 
since  time  and  space  limitations  made  it  imprac¬ 
ticable  to  cite  all  of  the  resource  materials  that 
were  identified,  in  some  cases  the  teacher  is 
referred  to  the  distributor.  Most  companies  are 
pleased  to  send  you  their  resource  materials  on 
a  preview  basis.  It  is  advisable,  when  writing  to 
request  material  or  information  free  of  charge, 
to  use  school  stationery  and  include  a  brief 
statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  material 
is  required. 

Circular  14,  which  lists  a  variety  of  texts  for 
all  courses,  is  readily  available  in  every  school. 
To  avoid  unnecessary  duplication,  textbooks 
cited  in  Circular  14  have  not  been  included  in 
this  resource  document. 

Some  reference  books  and  other  resource 
materials  may  be  beyond  the  budget  of  an 
individual  department.  They  are  included  here 
for  teachers  and  students  who  have  access  to  a 
large  municipal  or  university  library. 

Prices  were  verified,  wherever  possible,  in 
1979,  but  are  subject  to  change.  Where  films 
are  available  on  loan  or  for  a  small  charge  this 
has  been  noted.  Schools  or  school  boards 
wishing  to  purchase  films  are  referred  to  the  list 
of  sources  in  “General  Reference  Materials’’. 

Addresses  of  publishers  and  distributors  have 
been  given  in  the  Directory  of  Sources. 
Wherever  possible,  the  Canadian  agent  for 
materials  produced  outside  of  Canada  is  indi¬ 
cated  (in  parentheses,  following  the  publisher’s 
or  producer’s  name).  It  should  be  noted  that 
distributors  and  agents  are  also  subject  to 
change. 

All  bibliographies  and  resource  lists  become 
dated  quickly.  This  resource  document  provides 
a  basic  list,  but  teachers  are  encouraged  to  add 
to  it  other  resources  with  which  they  are  familiar 
and  listings  of  new  materials  as  these  are 
produced.
